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THE CONTEST IN AMERICA, 
THE most recent accounts of the internecine struggle which is 
going on in the Republican States of North America give little 
hope of any approaching settlement of the unhappy differences 
between the North and South. On the contrary, all that we 
know seems to indicate the beginning of a new phase in the 
contest, The military policy, the strategy, or by whatever 
name it may be called, of the Southern leaders appears to have 
been based on the course which the Russian Generals adopted in 
the face of the French invaders, A gradual retirement before 
the advancing forces through a country laid desolate with a 
view to draw them as far as possible from their sources of supply 
is a game which, if well played, is tolerably sure to be successful 
in the end, and the approach of its results may generally be 
calculated by days. As matters stood when the last advices 
left America, it would seem that the time had arrived when the 
Confederates believed that a stand was to be made, and we believe 
that more serious fighting is imminent than has yet taken place, 
Recollecting that the statements which reach Europe come from 
Federal sources, it is quite clear that the authorities of the 
North do not underrate the seriousness of this crisis, In truth, 
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ciently strong ; and therefore it argues 
affairs when we hear that alarm is 
Washington, that a demand of 150,000 
defence, and that volunteer regiments 
sent from New York for this purpose.

now hear of pressing demandsfor new and extraordinary levies, 
The great motive cause of that which we will delicately 
designate a little nervousness in the North has, of course, been. 
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the. defeat of General Banks,at the battle of Winchester. 
Previously to. this,, Geperal Halleck, who had gained a 
victory over the Gonfederates, had. somehow found it either 
necessary or convenient .to.remain in. a state of inactivity ; 
in fact; his advance<was»practically stopped ; while General 
M‘Clellan,: with characteristig caution, haying felt his way, 
intimated that, owing to the large foree opposed to him, he 
‘was not likely to make any very dashing onset, When, how- 
ever, General Banks's defeat was followed by the expulsion of 
the Federal army from Virginia, the matter reached in the eyes 
of the Northerns the height of disaster, and an immediate 
advance of the Confederates upon Washington was taken for 
granted. No doubt, such a step would prove an-immense moral 
advantage to the Southerners, and the occupation of the capital of 
the Federal Union would be, however shortlived, at once a triumph 
and a benefit to their cause ; but it isnot very probable that they 
would or could take any such step. It would be inconsistent 
with the plan which, as far as we can judge, they have adopted, 
and 80 far with success, It is no little matter for them that 
their line touches once more upon the Potomac, and that the 
important State of Virginia is as far as ever from being in the 
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pesesession of the Federals, While the Northern forces, nu- 
merically large as they are, have, as we have said, been drawn 
upon by the corps necessary to operate against the coast 
cities of the South, so that the bodies which have advanced 
from the Potomac in what may be called the invasion of 
the fouth inland are strong but not overwhelming in 
numbers, the Confederates appear to have concentrated their 
troops for the purpose of defending their land frontier. In 
Virginia, in Kentucky, and Tennessee, they were holding their 
own at the last accounts, It is understood that Beauregard, 
giving up his command at Oorinth, has gone to encounter 
M'‘Ciellan, and it is probable that a great battle will be fought 
betwecn these, who have been hitherto what may be termed the 
representative Generals of the contending parties, How long 
before such a consummation will be achieved it is at present not 
easy tosay, The campaign is becoming one of slow and cautious 
movements — of intrenchments and that sort of attack and 
defence which is not usually indicative of a fight in the open 
field, A new levy of 100,000 men has been called for by 
President Lincoln for his regular army, and this implies time for 
recruiting, for drilling, and organisation; and therefore it is 
clear that he at least does not contemplate a speedy cessation of 
the war, 

It is with"astonishment that we see what must be deemed a 
revival of the strength of the Confederates, One wonders 
whence they draw their resources and how they contrive to keep 
up the large armies which are now coming into play in a manner 
which was certainly not expected of them a week or two since, 
What is now demonstrable to the most sanguine believer of 
a comparatively early triumph by the Federals over the 
Seceders is, that the crowning conquest is by no means 
at hand, It is not likely now that a great battle fought 
between any of the different corps which are in presence 
of each other would be decisive of the fate of the war, 
The dreams of a ninety days’ contest are still dissolving, and 
that in a more rapid ratio than before ; and, while blood and 
treasure are being poured out day by day, all things portend 
that the measure of the flow of both cannot yet be calcu- 
lated. It is, of course, not to be expected that those who 
are entirely engaged in this strife, which is the last 
arbitrement of difference of opinion, can reason on its 
ultimate effects, or calmly sit down to count the cost, Bat 
there must be many thinking men in America who concur with 
thinking men in England in mourning over the advent of cir- 
cumstances which point to an indefinite prolongation of war- 
fare in that fair region of the West, which has been long a land 
of promise to those who could not find sufficient room in 
the old country, The diplomatists of Europe know well 








the difficulty, net to say the danger, of interference in | 


the internal affairs of a people so sensitive and so proud 
as the Americans; but may it not be insinuated that the 
time is approaching when some friendly attempt might be 
made to bring on at least an armistice, with a view to giving 
opportunity to both sides to consider their relative positions, un- 
disturbed by the passionate impulses which stir the blood of mea 
with arms in their hands and placed front to front with an 
enemy? We would not counsel, we would not suggest, any 
intervention in the strict sense of the term ; but in the interests 
of humanity it is desirable that some endeavour should be 
made merely to procure a cessation of hostilities during the 


season which is even now upon those large bodies of men | 


collected in districts where they must be decimated, at the very 
least, by disease. 

No one denies the resources of America, and indeed, if they 
had been doubted before, the events of the last twelve months 
would have dissipated every difficulty of belief in their extent ; 
but even such powers of raising and maintaining armies as this 
young country has developed must have their limit. Even now 
one dreads to contemplate the hereafter of this civil war, 
Something has been said, with an affectation of philosophy, that, 
after al), the ordeal which America is going through will only 
result in making her that what she has hitherto not been in 
the most positive sense—a nation. It is true that history teaches 
us that most countries have had fiery trials to encounter ere 
they culminated into nations; and amongst them the baptism 
in blood, domestic as well as foreign, has been so prominent as 
to cause it to be supposed to have been essential, But in most 
ef the instances to which reference can be made, so far as 


Europe is concerned, the ordeal has fallen upon rader times, upon Chamber, 


a less advanced stage of civilisation, and, in most respects, upon a 
different condition of national affairsthan that which prevailed in 
America when she drifted into civil war. Much that we in 
England had to fight hard for, to win by the exercise of physical, 
as distinguished from moral, force, America possessed more 
than sufficiently when she went to war on a question of ascendancy 
between certain sections of her population. Each party is now 
fighting for an idea, which will be an idea so long as they 
continue to fight, but which, so far as the North is con- 
cerned, might become a reality by means of negotiations 
carried on in a wise and temperate spirit. Let it not be 
supposed that we speak in any offensive sense (we view this 
contest inall its bearings with too profound a sorrow knowingly 
to utter anything which could be construed into offence) if we 
venture to say that it is at last becoming doubtful whether 
slavery and its abolition and continuance, as the case may be, is 
now the motive influence in the struggle between the North and 
South, It isa struggle for victory and ascendancy on the one 
hand and for independence on the other. The elements of 
cohesion between North and South, always of theslightest, arenow 
dispersed, dissipated, gone. Assuming a conquest by the North, 
a nominal reintegration of the Union as it stood two years ago, 
there would only be created a state of things to which the 
relative positions of Austria and Hungary afford a parallel. It 
is admitted by men in America who are strong advocates of 
that freedom of institution and of person which has hitherto 
prevailed in the Transatlantic Republic that ench a union could 
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of 500,000 men, and that it might even be necessary to 
convert the form of government into a military despotism in 
order to the accomplishment of that ideal confederation of all 
those provinces which in combination went by the name of the 
United States. This is, to say the least of it, a curious picture of 
the future of the freest country in all creation. To us it is by 
no nieans a pleasant one to contemplate, It implies a military 
nation, and, by consequence, an aggressive one; and, in a dim 
future, one beholds fierce wars between the old countries and 
the new, waged for the purpose of checking aggrandisement on 
the part of the latter, or even on the part of America for 
that false deity, the influence of which is beginning to fail 
even amongst the most infatuated of its worshippers in Europe, 
and which has been known under the name of Glory! Some- 
thing like this is indicated in that notion which is coming upper- 
most, to which we have previously alluded, that of making 
America a nation, Assuming that that consummation is yet to 
be arrived at, which we are very far indeed from admitting, is it 
necessary that, like the Israelites, she must pass through a desert 
in order to become a nation?

calculation of probabilities, The leading organs of the North 
have, however, of late altered their tone towards France ; and 
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journalists and those whose feelings they represent that they 
now do not scruple to apprise the Emperor Napoleon that the 
services which the Orleans Princes have rendered to the North 
may justify it in considering, in the event of his taking avy line 
that is disrespectful to the Union, whether American arms may 
not properly be employed to restore the throne of Louis Philippe 
to the family that has done so much for the Federals in their 
time of trouble. ; 

It was stated, upon the authority of American despatches, that 
the French had been engaged with the Mexicans, and had 
suffered a defeat and some loss, The French journals are 
instructed to deny the truth of the statement, and they endeavour 
to disprove it by assertions that the French force had not been 
moved to the place at which the repulse was said to have occurred, 
We can but give the news as it is transmitted; but the tone 
which England has held upon the subject of the Mexican inter- 
position negatives the implied charge of the French writers that 
we heard of the alleged disaster with other feelings than those 
of regret, Without committing ourselves to the cause of Almonte, 
or any specific plan for the regeneration of Mexico, we must all 
feel that in the interest of humanity a strong Government of 
almost any kind is preferable to the alternations of adventurers 
and barbarians who have of late years held sway in Mexico, 
and we should be glad to hear that the French had obtained a 
sure foothold in that country. 

M. Ratazzi has had a difficult game to play in consequence of 
the recent movements of the party of action, who have contrived 
to entangle the generous and not over-prudent Garibaldi in a 
toil whence he disdained to extricate himself by means that 
would have suggested themselves to a harder nature, There is 
no doubt that, had the Greek revolt not been put down more 
promptly than was expected, it would have been the first of a 
series of disturbances of an active character, and that the opera- 
tions said to have been intended only against brigands would 
have extended themselves over the Austrian frontier, It was, of 
course, necessary to preserve order at any price, and the rough 
measures that were employed for this purpose naturally excited 
the anger of impatient patriotism, M., Ratazzi had, as we have 
eaid, to show no ordinary ekill in dealing with the dangerous 
materials in his hands; he could not afford entirely to dis- 
courage the revolutionists ; and he certainly had no inclination 
to depart from the French programme which is uuderstood to 
govern his conduct. He seems to have been very adroit, and 
to have steered safely between the dangers ; but much agitation 
has been caused, and the name of Garibaldi has been very 
undesirably mingled up in the strife. It could be wished that 
the daring and beloved soldier would be content with that title,

lectures in that Gallery of Illustration, Une amusing statemeatis 
made—namely, that the English Catholic representative, whose 
British pride made him spura the idea of taking an attitude of 
humiliation, came out with a noble picture of the condition of 
the Catholic Church here, which he described as prosperous and 
hopeful ; whereas his oue had been to “go in” for sympathy by 
representing the British Catholics as down-trodden and oppressed 
and craving aid from the faithful generally, Even Protestants 
will feel goodnaturedly towards a fellow-subject who, against 
orders, vindicated our insular character for never being beaten, 

The Parliamentary holiday deprives us of a political para-

federates have met with and the demoralising influence they must 
have had upon the men. If your readers will glance back at the long 
list of successes that have latierly crowned the Federal arms, they wi 
notice smong the more prominent the ye, ee = Spring (where 
Zollicoffer was killed), ke, Fort Henry, Donnelson, Pea Ridge, 
Newberne, Shiloh, ee Fort Macon, Island No. 10, Yorktowa, 
Williamsburg, Norfolk, New Orleans. We know that most of the 
cannon they were taken from Norfolk Navy-yard, and of 
these they have loet a considerable number, which it will be difficult, 
or next to impossible, for them to replace, as they have not the means 
and appliances within themselves to produce them like the North, 
They are dependent on outside aid for smallarms, the greater portion 
of their men being furnished with simple shot-guns or renovated old 
flint locks, while powder is nearly three times as dear with them as it 
is with the Federals, We find that each day the North is 
developing her gigantic resources; all her foundries are busily 
engaged in the manufacture of improved artillery ; iron-clad gun-boats 
of models that revolutionise naval architecture, grow upon her ways, 
and regiment after regiment of well-equipped soldiers flow in legions 
fiom her States, and the cry is still “They come!” Can the South, in 
the face of all this, maintain their ground? I doubt it. She is not 
wanting in her thousands of gallant men ; but I am of opinion, as I said 
before, that her army is growing ; and this fact cannot be more 
strongly demonstrated than by the measure to which the Confederate 
Government has been compelled of forced enlistments. Recollect that 
as yet the Federal army has been composed entirely of volunteers; and, 
from my own experience, I believe that, were it absolutely necessary, 
as many more could be obtained. Again, the reinforcements that 
Beauregard is collecting round him at Corinth are new levies, compara- 
tively unarmed, uninformed, and certainly undisciplined, and most of 
them have been impressed against their inclinations—at least such 
would appear to be the case if we may place reliance on deserters and 
others. What the effect of one, such men into action will be I 
leave your readers to judge, though I thoroughly believe that when the 
final battle is fonght on the Tennessee it will probably be the most 
desperate of the war. The Western men that will be brought to meet 
the Southern army are the finert soldiers in the rough I have ever seen, 
and among them are really numerous regiments that are marveliousl 
well disciplined for the time they have been in the field. Taking | 
thece facts into consideration, I cannot help coming to the conclusion 
that Secession is in a most desperate strait, 
I have taken my first voyage on the Mississippi, the “father of 
waters,” and am now living on its broad bosom with the Tennessee 
shore on one side and Arkansas on the other. ButI am wrong in usin, 
the word “shore,” for there really is none—nothing but submer, 
forests for miles and miles back, with here and there a clearing showing 
the locality of a plantation with the roofs of the planter’s house and 
negro quarters dotting the surface of the widely-spreading waters like 
so ma: y drifting Noah’s arks. This is the greatest rise the Mississippi 
has known for y and materially has it assisted the Federalists in 
their « perations on river, while to the South it has brought nothing 
but disas‘er, washing out their water batteries and swelling every little 
channel through many of which the Union gun-boats could not other- 
wise bave parsed. Probably I could not have seen this mighty river 
under circumstances more favourable to impress me with its grandear, 
an ocean in volume flowing through a valley of over three thousand 
miles in extent. . 
Leaving St. Louis late in the afternoon, I found myself steaming 
down its rapid current in one of those floating palaces, perfect 
marvels of steam-boat architecture. On my left lay the flooded low- 
lands of Illinois, and on my right the foliated bluffs of Missouri 
reflecting their dark masses deep into the eddying stream, while 
away in the west crimsoning zephyr clouds, sconces distant 
forests and suftusing the firmament with richly glowing tints, 
sank the sun to rest, “setting his burning seal upon the close 
of day.”

2s. pork pies, 
and 150 doz, at 1s. ; 4500lb, of fresh meat, 150 hams of 20lb. each, 100 
neats’ tongues; 50 rounds of beef, 30 to 50Ib. each ; 6 casks of pickles, 
600Ib. of maccaroons, 600 doz, of sponge cakes, 1 ton of seed and Genoa 
cakes £160 pigeons, for pies and potting ; 250 chickens, 20 salmon, 200 
lobsters, 20 turbots, 50lb. of eels, 10,000 buns, 100 doz. of sponge cakes, 
130 quarts of cream, 4000lb. of household bread, 120 saniwich loaves 
of Glb, each, 6000 dinner rolls, 250 French rolls, 200 doz. of Queen and 
sponge cakes, &c.

To say that this is the largest chandelier in the world is, after all, 
only to say that it is the largest ever produced in Messrs. Defries and 
Sons’ establishment, for their workshops have already furnished the 
Large European opera-houses and many of the European 
and Oriental palaces with specimens of art only less imposing 
in size this later achievement. Indeed, there may be 
constantly seen in their warehouses single chandeliers which would 
occupy the entire space of an ordinary room, and at the same time 
simple and economical appurtenances in the same material of sizes 
adapted to the breakfast-parlour or the suburban cottage. In the same 
class as that in which the great chandelier hangs, with its enormous base 
of 14ft. in diameter and its 22ft. of height, Messrs, Defries and Sons 
have placed a prismatic mirror similar to those lately manufactured by 
them for the new palace of the Turkish Sultan. It is intended for 
fitting either or flat recesses in large rooms, and is composed of 
1500 silvered prisms, joining each other at the sides so as to make 
almost one solid piece, the ends being dovetailed together and held in 
the frame by a peculiar arrangement of copper rods, The brilliant 
combination of light and colour which flashes from the mirror thus 
formed of a whole mass of prisms is indescribably beautiful, and, as 
the great chandelier is constructed either for gas or candles, it is 
possible that it may be transferred, in conjunction with the mirror, to 
some palace where the gloom of a vast state room requires extraordinary 
means for obtaining an intense and yet a brilliantly-diffused light. 











WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 
The will of Sir George Henry Dashwood, Bart., M.P., of West Wycombe 
Park, Bucks, and 44, Grosvenor-square, was proved in London on the Qsth ult. 
by his relict, Lady Dashwood, surviving executrix, the uther executor, Alfred 


Broadhead, Esq., his brother-in-law, having died before the testator. The 
personalty was sworn under £35,000. The will bears date in 1855, and is of 
considerable length. Sir George, having died without issue, is succeeded in the 
title by his brother, now Sir John Dashwood, Bart. The testator has charged 
his estates with certain annuities, one of £600 to his relict, £500 to his brother, 
the Rev. Jobn R. Dashwood, and £300 to his sister Mary, wife of the Hon. 
Angustus Fitzhardinge Berkeley ; and has further bequeathed to his relict the 
surplus rental of his estates, and also appointed her residuary legatee of the 
personal property. There is a direction in the will that the successors to the 
estates shall always take and assume the name of Dashwood with the armorial 
bearings. The deceased, who attained to the age of seventy-two, was a 
magistrate for Bucks, and we find him described as “Premier Baronet of 
Great Britain.”

THOMAS WAKLEY, ESQ., M.R.C.S. 

This well-known and distinguished medical man, writer, and politican, and 
able Coroner for Middlesex, was the son of the late Henry Wakley, Esq., of 
Membury, Devonshire, and was born in 1795.

» Where he soon obtained a large practice. In 1835 he was elected 

M.P. for Finsbury, after two previous defeats, and continued to represent that 
borough until 1852. While holding a seat in Parliament he was elected 
coroner for Middlesex. He was also proprietor and editor of the Lancet, which 
journal, in recording his demise, thus speaks of him :—“ To as Wakley 
belongs the undisputed title of the great medical reformer. Like all successful 
reformers, ear! , his first struggles, were passed amid the storms of 
conflict. Individual interests were too closely linked to the corporate abuses 
he had undertaken to abolish to render it possible to wage the contest on 
which he had entered with all the enthusiasm of his nature without exciting 
. He has, however, enjoyed the good fortune and tlie rare 
passed him in early life.
